BEWILDERED 


When the train drew up the 
survivors, strange, cowled figures 
with blankets over their heads 
and some with hastily snatched 
up belongings in their arms 
| alighted, dazedly, and were 
K| helped into the waiting coaches 
by police officers who showed 
them the way with hurricane 
lamps. , 

Among them were Lascar sea- 
men, whom shock had left be- 
wildered but docile; women with 
draggled hair, one or two of them 
carrying children and babies in 
arms who, warmly wrapped, slept 
through it all; stewards in 
ruffled uniforms; and business 
men anxious to catch up with 
urgent affairs. 

Most of the survivors were 
foreigners and one, speaking in 
broken English, said: “ After 
the explosion many of wus 
jumped into the water. We 
had not even time to gather up 
clothes or belongings. It was 
nerve-racking.” 

Dark-skinned seamen following 
a stream of survivors towards one 
of the coaches looked at people 
uncomprehendingly and passed 
on. 
One of the ship’s stewards, who 
still wore a neatly-tied black bow, 
though the front of his white shirt 
was soiled and his uniform the 
worse for wear, said: “ The Simon 
Bolivar was off the East Coast 
when, without warning, a terrific 
explosion shook her. 

“ Everyone at once realised that 
the situation was serious, but 
there was no great panic. People 
ran to their lifeboat stations; some 
of them stopping to collect a few 
belongings together. 

“Boats were lowered on the 
starboard side.

was made to lower boats on the 
port side also, but the ship had 
canted and there was some dif- 
ficulty about that. 


“Some little time after the 
first explosion there was another 
equally violent one. I imagined 
that the first explosion was 
caused by a mine and that the 
second was caused by another 
mine linked to the first by a 
chain or something of that kind. 

“Soon after the second ex- 
plosion the ship capsized. The 
Simon Bolivar was a big ship 
carrying some 265 passengers and 
a large crew. How many lives 
have been lost I do not know, but 
there must be a large number.” 

Settling his blanket about his|™ 
shoulders the steward added: “I 
hardly know yet how I. escaped. 
I am a lucky man to be alive.” 

This disaster to the Simon 
Bolivar which was a vessel of 
8,309 tons and built at Rotterdam 
in 1927, is the most serious suf- 
fered by neutral shipping since 
the war began. 

The liner left Amsterdam on 
Friday for Paramaribo, Dutch 
Guiana, and carried, in addition 
to her crew, 130 first-class pas- 
sengers, 40 second-class and 40 
third-class. She was the third 
largest of the 80 ships owned by 
the Royal Netherlands Steam- 
ship Company and was com- 
manded by Capt. Voorspui. 


“An attempt by three British 
planes to attack Wilhelmhaven 
was thwarted by timely anti- 
aircraft fire,” said a communiqué, 

The German Official News Agency 


said that German fighters chased the 


R.A.F, planes, but could not catch 
them.

COPYING THE ALLIES 


Lille, in France, had a brief air-raid 
warning yesterday. 

The Germans are now copying. the 
British and French and are sending 
planes on long flights over France and 
to Britain. The planes, which have 
penetrated hundreds of miles into 
France, have flown singly and at a great 
height—so high that they could not 

make any usetul observations. It is be- 
lieved that the object of the flights is to 
train men in long-range work. 

It was revealed yesterday that one of 
the planes that caused warnings in many 
parts of France on Friday made a forced 
landing. The crew were taken prisoners.

Four bombs exploded, causing 
alarm, but no panic in Theatre- 
land; two other bombs were dis- 
covered dnd rendered harmless 
by the police before they ex- 
ploded. 

These outrages, the. first of their 
kind since London was darkened by 
the blackout, took place during what 
is usually the busiest time of the 
night in the Piccadilly area. 

Although windows were Shattered 
and. in one case, a piece of masonry 
blown across the street, no one, hap- 
pily, was hurt. 

Rain as well as the black-out assisted 
the men- responsible for the outrages. 
They used cars, and in each case they 
planted acid bombs in the concave 
window fronts of the shops. The ex- 
plosions occurred in this or rder : 

At the Car Mart, at the corner of 

Piccadilly and Park-lane; 

Carreras, tobacconists, in Piccadilly. 
near Burlington House; 

Scotts, outfitters, Upper Regent-st., 
and 

An empty shop in Lower Regent-st. 

The windows of all the shops were 
shattered and broken glass was strewn 
all over the pavements, but no one was 
injured. 

TRAIL OF DAMAGE 


The first explosion, at the Car Mart, 
took place at approximately 8.30. The 
concaved window facing on to Piccadilly 
was shattered and a clock which pro- 
jects from above the window was 
stopped at that time. The glass front 
of the clock was broken. 

The men then went along Piccadilly 
and stopped outside Burlington House. 


i {Here they planted another bomb inside 
i Ithe concave window of the tobacconists 


and the resulting explosion caused ex- 
tensive damage. 

Part of the shop frontage was blown 
out on to the pavement. About five 
later another explosion 
occurred at the empty shop in Lower 
Regent Street. Windows in the side 
street were not affected. f 

The scene of the remaining explosion, 
at the outfitters’ premises, is only a 
hundred yards or so from Vine-st. 
Police Station. The window of the shop 
was blown out. 

The unexploded bombs found by the 
police were of the balloon and acid 
type. One was in a shop window in 
Park-lane and the other in a news- 
paper advertising office in Piccadilly. 
The bombs were immediately rendered 
harmless. 

MANAGER’S COOLNESS 


Fire engines were rushed to the scene 
of the explosions, two of which took 
place at 8.30, and the. others nearly an 


hour later. 
The manager of the Plaza Theatre 


said: “There was a loud explosion from 
across the street. I was standing in the 
foyer at the time. Some of our glass 
was broken, and later one of the staff 
picked up a piece of masonry about 
six inches long and three inches wide. 
“ People in the theatre must have 
felt the vibration, but there was no 
panic among them. I did not go on 
to the stage because I thought that 
the effect of putting up the lights 
might be more alarming than the 
actual explosion. People might have 
thought there was an air raid. 

“One or two women near the theatre 
behaved a little hysterically. A crowd 
gathered outside, but the excitement 
soon subsided.”

OW LONG? RECENT REPORTS OF THREATENED 

REVOLT IN GERMANY AGAINST THE NAZI 

REGIME WERE STRENGTHENED LAST NIGHT BY 
THE NEWS THAT THE SITUATION IN CZECHO- 
SLOVAKIA HAS BECOME SO ACUTE THAT MARTIAL 
LAW HAS BEEN DECLARED IN PRAGUE AND OTHER 
‘CZECH TOWNS. 

The population of Prague, it was stated, was in 
a state of great excitement when the Nazi Govern- 
ment of the Czech Protectorate proclaimed martial 
law. In addition to Greater Prague and Pragueland, 
towns affected by the proclamation were Kladno, 
Beraun and Horchowitz. 


German citizens are not. affected by the order, which was 
directed against the growing spirit of revolt on Czech circles. 
Executions apparently have failed to quell the growing anti- 
Nazi unrest. Three more Czechs—two of them police officers— 
were shot yesterday, bringing up the total in two days to twelve. 


How long? Are the days of Nazidom numbered? This ques- 
tion was being asked.insistently last night following the Nazi 
action against the Czechs. It is a logical sequel to reports 
reaching neutral countries from Berlin that Germany is on the 
verge of a disastrous crackK-up. 


Although such reports must be treated with reserve— 
responsible quarters both in London and Paris were reluc- 
tant yesterday to accept them as true—events of the past 
few days prove that Hitler’s troubles at home are growing.

SDOCTOR GUILTY OF WIFE’S 


He was ordered by Mr. Justice 
Singleton to be detained as a 
criminal lunatic during His 
Majesty’s pleasure. 

The. accused was Dr. Leonard 
Phipps Lockhart, forty-one, medical 
officer to Messrs. Boots, 

The prosecution alleged that Dr, Lock- 
hart and his wife, Mary Frances Lassell 
Lockhart, were found near a gas fire in 
the study of their house at Beeston, 
Nottingham, the day before the war 
started. He was unconscious and she 
was dead. 

“WIFE A STRANGER” 

Remarkable evidence about“ uncon- 
scious action” or “disassociated per- 
sonality ” was given during the hearing 
of the case. 

Dr. F. H. Brisby, Medical Officer of 
Leeds Prison, was asked yesterday by 
Sergt. A. M. Sullivan, K.C, (defending) : 
“Have you come across cases in which 
in his different personality a man got 
married, recovered his own personality, 
and the wife was an absolute stranger? ’ 

Dr. Brisby replied: “Such cases have 
happened.”

LTHOUGH George Foster, the 
veteran agent, goes back, in his 
autobiography, “The Space of Life,” to 
the days when, in 1887, he was “a 
comical and topical” turn at the Bow 
music-hall. few pages of his fascinating 
revelations will so interest people to- 
day as his memories of the air-raid 
warnings in the last war. 

One night in 1916, when he and 
Frank Allen were talking outside the 
Empire, a warning came, and so they 
went inside, where a musical comedy, 
with Phyllis Monkman and Jennie 
Benson in the cast, was being played. 

The theatre was nearly empty, but 
Jennie was singing as bravely as she 
could. The orchestra was blaring forth, 
and yet outside they could hear the 
roar of guns and the sound of bombs. 

Although he was quite certain that 
both audience and actors thought 
their last hour had come, Foster 
records that the show went on, “for it 
is an unwritten law for all in the show 


business that the public must be 
served. So, despite the tension, no one 
panicked.” 

Bombs were still dropping when 


George Foster got home. By this time, 
however, his nerves were getting the 
better of him, He opened a cupboard, 
he says, took out a bottle of whisky, 
placed it with a syphon. under the bed 
and then crept under the bed himself, 
fortified by a drink or two until the 
“All Clear” was sounded.

HE great aero- 
drome behind the 
lines somewhere in 
France was silent, save 


for the sound of the 
pacing of sentries and 
the muffled sound of 


an engine warming up. 

The plane was hardly discern- 
ible in the blackness of the early 
morning. It squatted like a 
sinister moth awaiting the touch 
of man to stir it into fierce de- 


structive life. 

3 a.m., June 2, 1917—A young, clear- 
eyed airman tumbled out of his bunk, 
swallowed a cup of coffee, put on flying 
kit and walked into the darkness to 
the Nieuport fighter he knew so well. 

The engine roared into full life. The 
airman’s hand waved a good-bye and 
the plane, gathering speed, rose into 
the sky as the first finger points of light 
in the East heralded the dawn. 

W. A. Bishop, Hawk of the Western 
Front, the greatest flier the Allies— 
and probably the war—produced, was 
off, lone-handed, on the most thrilling 
adventure in his brilliant aerial career. 

A dawn attack on an enemy aero- 
drome! That was the perilous task he 
had set himself.’ His pals in crack 
squadron 60 didn’t like the idea—told 
him so. But Bishop flew just the same. 

Straight over the lines, over shell- 
scarred land strangely quiet in the 
half-light, his plane pointed its nose 
at the prearranged objective. Bishop 
planned a surprise attack, streams of 
bullets into the enemy hangars. 

But the aérodrome was asleep, or đe- 
serted. ‘There were no planes on the 
ground, no sign of life. There was dis- 
appointment in Bishop’s heart as he 
headed his machine over the open 
country in the hope of finding some 
German troops or billets to “strafe.” 


CHARMED LIFE

Mechanics gazed in stupid 
fear at this dawn avenger, They scat- 
tered, were, in Bishop’s own words, 
“like people going mad or rabbits 
scurrying about.”

turned and twisted his plane. The 
Germans were on the mark. Bullets 
tore through the wings of the Nieuport. 

From the landing field came the roar 
of a taxi-ing plane. Bishop turned, 
dived and came on its tail just as it 
was leaving the ground. Fifteen rounds 
were enough to send it side-slipping to 
disaster. 

No. 1. Bishop’s mind was cool, AS 
he turned again he saw a second plane 
taking off. Again the Nieuport’s gun 
spoke. The German pilot looked over 
his shoulder for a second—and crashed 
into some trees. 

No. 2.. Bishop’s blood was up, But 
even his magnificent self-confidence was 
shaken when he saw two enemy planes 
take off together, in slightly different 
directions. 

At 1,000 feet one of the Germans 
began to gain on the Canadian. Turn- 
ing like a fury the Nieuport circled 
round, its gun spitting fiercely. One 
short burst found its mark and victim 
No. 3 went crashing crazily to the 
ground. 

No. 4 climbed to give combat to the 
daredevil raider. Bishop’s ammunition 
was nearly finished. But he wheeled on 
the plane and let it have the whole of 
his last drum. 

Luckily for Squadron 60 the German 
flier had no stomach for more fighting. 
He turned tail and flew off. 

So did Bishop. He put the Nieuport’s 
nose for home and began to climb. 
Above him he discovered four enemy 
scouts. For nearly a mile he flew 
directly below them, then slipped away. 

Bishop’s signals brought the still 
sleeping British aerodrome to life. 
When he landed his fighting ship 
mechanics and ground staff gathered 
round it in awe. The whole plane looked 
as though it had been the plaything of 
a giant punching machine,. Bullet holes 
were everywhere, letting daylight 
through wings and fuselage, Many of 
them were within a couple of feet of 
the pilot’s seat. The bird man with the 
charmed life had come safely home to 
roost again. 

And that was how Major W. A, 
Bishop, how Honorary Air Vice-Marshal 
of Canada, won the Victoria Cross. 
When King George V pinned the deco- 
ration on the airman’s tunic he also 
placed there the D.S.O. and M.C, 


EYE OF A HAWK 


T is a strange commen- 

tary on the workings of 
Destiny that but for the 
mud—that nightmare of 
the modern army—the 
Allies might never have had the ser- 
vices of their greatest flier. 

Bishop had come over to England as 
a cavalry officer. His regiment was the 
Missisauga Horse of Toronto. It was 
July, 1915, and a typical English sum- 
mer day. For hours on end it had 
rained. The horse lines were a sea of 
sticky, clinging, depressing mud. 

On that day Bishop set off on a tour 
of the lines. He was wet, fed-up and 
thoroughly sick of the mud. -Out of 
the sky came a small plane. It flew 
through the clean air, untroubled by 
mud and dirt and discomfort,

lessons of flying. Then came the thrill 
of his first solo—a thrill, he says, which 
marks the greatest day in a flying man’s 
life—and at the beginning of March, 
1917, France again, but this time in the 
role of conqueror, not observer. 

Bishop began his long and wonderful 
series of victories on the first day he 
took off in the perilous skies of the 
Western Front, 

He made his first combat flight on 
March 25, and thrilled in exultation as 
he saw his first victim slip to disaster 
before his bullets. 

On the way back to his base the 
engine of his plane “conked”™ while he 
was still over the enemy lines, Was this 
flight, then, to be the beginning and the 
end of the life he had dreamed of so 
vividly? 

No. Providence and the grace of God 
brought his plane gliding over the front- 
line trenches. Willing Tommies at- 
tended him when his bus came down. 
Bishop had lived to fly, not another 
day, but many other days. 

That was the start of Bishop the 
Avenger, the airman who faced death 
with a smile, who took part, Officially, 
in 170 air battles, and who brought 
down, Officially, 72 German planes. 

Most of his victims crashed sicken- 
ingly to earth before they realised an 
enemy plane was “near. For the Sky 
Hawk hunted, more often than not, 
alone, seeking scraps for the pure joy 
of fighting, and loving nothing more 
than the duels he sought in the sky. 

Nearly every day he left his aero- 
drome to rove the skies for fresh con- 
quests.

And here is a picture of how they 
achieved this well-nigh impossible task : 

For months the work goes on. The 
tunnel runs through yellow clay and it 
is only 18 in. in diameter. 

The man on the job lies on his face 
in a strained and cramped position. To 
add to his difficulties he has encoun- 
tered a layer of hard stone at which he 
prods and levers with his chisel. 

He drops the stones into a basin, and 
pulls at a rope which runs under him. 
By arching his body like a contortionist 
he Allows the basin to pass, and it is 
hauled up by a comrade above.

HAT political “contortionist” and ex- 

commercial traveller, Joachim von 

Ribbentrop, holder of the world’s 

record for diplomatic blundérs, has 

almost excelled himself by insulting 
the Low Countries and threatening Great 
Britain all in the same breath. For three 
full days after the Allies had sent their 
replies to Brussels and The Hague, the Nazi 
chieftains raged furiously together wonder- 
ing what to say in their turn. 


In the end they left it to “poor old Joe,” 
who did not deign to send a written answer 
to the personal mediation offers of Queen 
Wilhelmina and King Leopold. 


“He heard their gentle voices calling,” but 
he merely barked his reply to their Ministers, 
He said we had already scuttled the peace 
ship; that Germany wasn’t in the salvage 
business—yet; 
meant to start a “truly horrible war.” 


But all wars are horrible, and the Nazis, who 
started this one, have so far preferred to turn 
the full blast of horror on the weak rather 
than the strong.

Thanks in large part to the vigor- 
ous protest of Mr. Dingle Foot, Sir Samuel 
Hoare, who was then Home Secretary, pro- 
mised to restrict those police powers to cases 
of espionage. 


And, when the Bill came up again last week, 


Service men do no more than satisfy a strong 
public demand. 


“The People” was the first newspaper to 
voice this demand, but Ministers are apt to 
bide their time in such matters until Parlia- 
ment itself champions the popular cause. 


And again I would remind you that in Ger- 
many there is no free Press to interpret public 
demands, and no free parliament to compel 
their satisfaction!

NE other item of domestic news de- 

serves mentioù here, because it

Parliament, are alert to defend the rights of 
ordinary people. 


Mr. Justice Bucknill was giving judgment in 
the Divorce Court in a case where the King’s 
Proctor had intervened to prevent a decree 
nisi being made absolute. 


He said that the object of the six months’ 
interval between the decree nisi and the 
decree absolute was “not to impose a test of 
morality,” but to allow inquiries to be made 
as to the genuineness of the petitioner’s case. 


It would be “an intolerable injustice,” the 
judge added, if a poor woman, deserted by her 
husband for many years, were denied her free- 
dom because after the first decree had been 
granted with discretion in her favour, she 
went back to live with the other man who had 
made a home for her. 


NJUSTICE is never “intolerable ” 

under “ Hitlerism,” because an en- 

slaved people is bound to tolerate whatever 
rule its master chooses to impose. 


That is why, in essence, the democracies are 
determined at all costs to carry this war 
through to final and complete victory.

“Get it clean and keep it clean,” 
should be the slogan of garden food 
producers 

Many gardeners have been troubled 
with small black snails that attack 
potatoes and other food crops. 


These are more troublesome in 4 
wet summer. Now that the land is 
cleared would be a good time to rid the 
soil of this menace to crops. 


After digging. mix up one part copper 
sulphate with 20 parts kainit, dust this 
over the surface at the rate of one or 
two ounces to the square yard. 

It will not only get rid of the little 
black slugs and snails but it will aet as 
a fertiliser in supplying valuable potash 
ito the soil. 

Kainit is slow in action and needs to

Boxing Board of Control took over, against 
their articles, the role of promoter of this 
show. You all know what happened; it is 
history now. They engaged boxers due to 
fight on Sydney Hulls’ championship bill 
for December 9, boxers who, had they 
spreated then, would have ruined Mr. 

ulls’ programme as an attraction and 

possibly cost him a lot of money. 

Our Sports Editor, who only spoke ve 
briefly, asked another question to whi 
everybody, so it seemed, awaited an 
answer. 

It was: “Does the B.B.B.O. take its 5 
per cent. out of the proceeds as in the 
case of an ordinary boxing show? ” 

This seemed to catch the Board’s secre- 
tary (who was present) Sather unawares. 
“T haven’t thought of it,” he said. amidst 
a chilled silence. “I will put the question 
to my Board at the earliest possible 
moment.” 

I can save him the trouble. Mr. John 
Harding, of the National Sporting Club, 
who is staging the show for the 
Marquess of Queensberry, said to me: 
“I can tell you here and now_that 
under no circumstances will the Board 
be paid the 5 per cent., whatever they 
decide.” 

Anyway, the future air was cleared at 
the luncheon referred to because there 
and then it was settled that war charity 
shows will be organised by a committee 
of boxing promoters and leading sports 
writers, agd that their endeavours will 
be aimed entertaining the troops, where 
possible, and providing boxing gear. 

A lot of other things happened, includ- 
ing a ventilation of grievances between 
Press men and the B.B.B.C.—grievances 
which have been brewing a long time now,

long and too often.

(This 
interview was granted: before the 
proclamation in Prague last night of 
martial law.) 


“I, am. sorry -for Dr. Emil Hacha,” 
M. Masaryk went on. “He is a prisoner 
in the Protectorate of which he accepted 
the Presidency, and -which can aptly be 
described as Hitler’s biggest concentra- 
tion camp.” 


- WHAT HACHA REFUSED 


Reports reaching. London last night 
stated that Dr. Hacha was a prisoner in 
his castle of Lany. near Prague. Afmed 
German soldiers kept guard in the cor- 
ridors and in the grounds. 

A few days ago, in the hope of sub- 
duing the rising tide.of Czech revolt, 
Reich-Protector Baron von Neurath 
asked Hacha to sign the following plan:

They 
arranged that he “should -- not be 
bothered with visitors.” 


SHOT STUDENTS 


Czechs went sullenly about their busi- 
hess in Prague yesterday, after the an- 
nouncements that 12 Czech students 
had been shot, 1.200 others arrested and 
all Czech Universities closed for three 
years because of “acts of resistance.”
